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SUMMARY

Vitebsk Army Barracks East (I'igure 1) is

located on the east edge of Vitebsk (35-12N

030-11k). No rail spurs enter the arca, Urban
streets serve the installation.  Other military
installations in the Vitebsk area include Vitebsk
Army Barracks Southwest (AL.-3), located 5.5
kilometers (km) southwest and Vitebsk Army
Barracks West (AL-2), located 5km westnorth-
west.

‘The installation (Figurcs 2 and 3) covers
approximately 95 acres and contains one multi-
sco.ry administration building, one multistory
barracks/administrative building, three bar-
racks, eight storage buildings, 1S supportbuild-
ings and three vehicle sheds.

This installation was previously reported
in Army DPIR-65-58 as a possible parachute
school. However, the small scale of KEYHOLE
photography precludes identificationoffacilities
to substantiate this function. Re-analysis based
on good quality KEYHOLE photography indicates
the building formerly identified as a parachute
drying and storage building to be a multistory
barracks/administrative building. The aircraft
mock-ups mentioned in the cited report are
not visible on the KEYHOLE photography.
